Claims 1-8 are pending in this application. 



Action Summary 

1. The rejection of claims 1-6 and 8 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) over Smith is hereby 
withdrawn as applicant has amended the claim 1 to recite certain modes of dosage, with 
is not taught by the prior art. 

2. The rejection of claims 1 , 7 and 8 under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting over claims 1, 3, 5 and 7 of U.S. application no. 
10/716,823 is hereby withdrawn. 



Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The claims are allowable over the cited prior art because the prior art does not teach, 
disclose nor make obvious a pharmaceutical composition comprising amoxapine and a 
corticosteroid in amounts that when administered together inhibit or reduce 
inflammation. Wherein, the composition is formulated for oral, rectal, intravenous, etc. 
administration. The closet prior art of Smith does not teach administering the 
composition in any other manner than as a topical preparation.
